_GERMANY’S FATE. 


Bound Up in Impending 
Election. 


MONARCH OR DICTATOR? 
Problems of the Man in the 
Street. 

Berlin, Yesterday. 

Between 8 wm. und 6 p.m. on 
Sunday the German electorate 
will tackle the task of eliminat. 
ing, by the proportional repre- 
sentation system, 4,500 candidates 
out of 5,000 contesting 500 seats 
in the Reichstag. 

The man in the street here has 
long ceased trying to master the 
intricate political system which 
has resulted in the formation of 
24 parties, but he realises that 
Germany has reached a critical 
stage economically, therefore 
something must be done. Hence 
the poll is likely to be the 
heaviest on record. 

Though the National Socialists 
made much capital out of de- 
nouncing the Young Plan, foreign 
affairs are only a very minute 
issue of the elections, which many 
think will decide the fate of the 
present constitution, and result 
possibly in a renctionary Fascist 
Government, or Dictatorship; or 
even the restoration of the 
Monarehy. : 

The twenty-four  partics may 
roughly be boiled down to four, 
namely the National Socialists 
(Fascists), the Centre (Catho- 
lies), the Socinl Democrats 
and the Communists. 

It is generally estimated that 
the Centre will lose heavily to 
the Fascists, and the Social 
Democrats to the Communists, 
with the probnbility that by 
strengthening these viclent oppo- 
sites the new Reichstag will 
prove even more abortive than 
the last composition, which in- 
cluded 152 Socialists, 64 Com. 
munista, 61 Centre, 17 Bavarian 
People’s Party. —Reuter.

Snakes. ‘ 

I am tempted to write an article 
fn the nature of a curate’s first 
sermon but shall contral myself and 
only mention a few details of snakes 
and ther habjts. Snakes are abun- 
dant both on the island and in the 
Territories but there nre many who 
have lived here for yenra and yet 
have seen none or only an occastonal 
apcecimen, The reason [x that these 
reptiles always got out of the way 
if they hear man, or woman, com- 
dng, and unless one walks warily one 
never‘rees them. In the summer 
months they can nearly always be 
aeen in paddy ficlds and frequently 
in the cateh-waters on the Hong 
Kong and Kowloon hills. Warmless 
water snakes are abundant in the 
nullahy on the Peak. Tho majority 
of the local apecios are harmless to 
man (this is true for most parts of 
the world), but there are two or 
three species of poisonous snakes 
which ‘are common though “rarely 
Been, Tt iA a curious und interest- 
ing fact that the snakes of South 
Malaya and South China are nothing 
like au deadly as the same, or closely 
related, species living in India. No 
patient ot the General Hospital at. 
Singupore, a vietim of a cobra bite. 
has died, (thiq was Lrup in 1929 and 
may still hold), and though cases of 
cobra ‘bile octur yearly in these 
Territérica I have not yet heard of 
a fatality. There is 2 case on record 
of a Kuropean child having been 
bitten by a snake (Lomboo snake?) 
and dying in consequence but this is 
the only one of which T know.

Before attempting to give you a 
fuirly coherent aummary of my 
7,000-mile journey through Africa 
on a solo motor-cyele. I'll be well 
advised to imagine that you would 
like me-to answer n few questions, 
Nearly everyone. have met during 
my trip has asked mo one or moro 
of the following questions: 

“Why did you do it?” 

“How about food and petrol?” 

“How did you find your way?" 

“Did you have any trouble 
with the natives?” 

. “How did you converse ‘with 

them?" 

“Did you have any unploasant 

“encounters with wild animals? 

“Whore did you sleep?” 

I believe that a+ number of 
people would willingly forestall 
me {n my «answer to question No. 
1, and declare that no sane person 
would undertake such a journey 
on a motor-c¥cle, alone, and* that 
the mon who dovs it is mad. I 
undertook this journey because I 
wanted to see the lakes, Kiliman- 
jard, yume, the equatorial: forest, 
raw natives, famous rivers} \. be- 
cause [ wanted fo see and feol 
what I had read about. I chose 9 
motor-cycle because it is much 
cheaper to run than o car; and I 
went alone because tho perfect 
companion was not visible. 

_] never worried. about food, I 
used to carry the usual assortment 
of tinned stuff, tea, sugar and bis- 
cuits, but very soon I learned that 
the proximity of a native villago 

Meant un abundance of eggs, milk, 
chivkens, ground nuts, honey. 
Petrol 7, 6d. A Gallon, 

Except on one occasion, [ never 
ran more than 200 miles without 
finding petrol, Between Fort Rose- 
bery and Abercorn I paid as much 
ap fs. Gd. per gallon, and at Fort | 
Archambault and Fort Lamy as 
much as 7s. 6d, 

T fount my way by the simple 
process of Inquiring before begine 
ning a day's, or a two days', run. | 
T had no map, as the information 
gleaned from the local official, | 
trader or missionary fs much more 
relinkle nnd up-to-date than any- 
thing that can be gathered from o 
map, probably a couple of. years 
old. I never got lost, and. only 
once did I take the wrong turning 
and drive alx miles out of my way. 

T never had any trouble with the 
nntives, Although I travelled 
alone through ten countries and 
had dealings witha large number 
of tribes all  temperamentally 
different, I found the natives -en- 
thuslustic and helpful or IndJffer- 
ent and apathetic, but I remember 
only two canes of a rofusal to oboy, 
and [n both inatances the refuaal 
was neither sullen nor {naolont, 
The raw native who nurson no 
grievance and 1s at peace with the | 
authorities Is a wonderful chap, 
hospitable, helpful and very polite. 
Some of their snlutes are very 
amualny, and before I had tine to 


kot accustomed to one gesture 1 
would find myself: among people 
who greoted mo in a now and some- 
timca baffling faahion, In South- 
orn Tanganylka thoy would clap 
thelr hands, ‘They would shade 
their cyes with thelr arma as {if my 
britliance was too much for thom, 
Or they would shake thelr flat at 
me. ‘This was no throat but a 
anlute? In Nigeria they went down 
on thelr knees, and none Kano thoy 
would aver prostrate themaclves In 
the dunt. ’ 
Foven Henentlal Words, 
Uf t had knows a nnotive dialect, 


} atirring experiences in the dense jungleland, and on the fringes of 


or even one of the important trade 
Janguages like Swahill, Sango or 
Hausa, it would have been of uso 
for a short-time only, I knew 
none; nevertheless, [ overcame tho 
language difficulty. Whenever I 
met a white man | would inqulre 
about the dialect used in his dis- 
trict, and jot down-on a serap of 
paper seven words and two sen- 
tences. The words wero: Good 
day, water, milk, eggs, push, pull, 
walt... And the sentences were; 
“Where is the nearest white man?” 
and "Is thia the way to... .?" 
Several thmes I found myself 
among natives who spoke a 
language I had not been instructed 
about. ‘In that case I would 
resort, to aigns, grins and 
‘Moises, and, amidst! gonoral laugh- 
‘ter my meaning would suddenly 
dawn on them, 

T hever saw any Iona during the 
whole trip, although local people 
warned me against them almost 
every day, In Kenya I.drove past 
a spot where 14 Ilona had beon 
seen the previous day, but 
although it was 6.80 pm.—a vory 
favourable time—I saw nothing. I 
met a leopard four miles from Fort 
Archambault, but I was not alone 
then, An American missionary’ 
was there; he killed — the 
Lenst. The snake was Ics 
elusive than the Hon. I saw many, 
and camo in actual contact with 
two; a black mamber over which 
T ran and which hit my leg as It 
swung back, and a cobra which 
contemptuously spat.on me. 

Except ‘on two occasions, I spent 
the night in rest camps, missions, 
district. officers’ houses, native vil- 
Jages, and, whenever possible, In 
hotels, Twice I damped by myself 
in the bush, Although nothing: ace 
tually happened, ¥ should not lke 
lo do it again, I would deze off 
near the fire, wake up with a start, 
and hastily throw more wood | on 
the dying embers. 

As thousands of South Africans 
“have visited the Victoria Falla, 
and many have made the journey 
hy rond, I will say next fo nothing 
about the first thousand milos of 
my venture. The road from Bula- 
wayo to Wanklo Is very sandy in 
parts, and my clumsy struggles re- 
minded me that for the last 11 
years I had not ridden a motor- 
cycle at alk I was tired, dis- 
couraged, nnd after each spill I 
felt more and more convinced that 
tho passing of a decado had de- |, 
prived mo for ever of the neces- 
sory skill. Little did I guesa that, 
a fow months later, I would find 
myself on the edge of ‘the desert, 
racing gaily through 800 miles of 
sund without suffering a single 


spill.

IMPROVEMENTS. 


Four Things. Wanted 
at Once. 


Largely, of course, it depends on 
the point of view. Those of us 
whose memory: goes back any 


-| length of time before the war are 


very well aware that cura and 
neurly everything connected with 
them have been so immensely im- 
proved that they might now be re- 
garded as almost perfect, But our 
Ideas of perfection have developed 
With the cars themselves, and we 
now find that a great many things 
we have not yet got are required 
to satisfy us. 

Other people ‘doubtless have 
their own opinions as to’ what ia 
chiefly wanted. Let us name four 
things that I think should come 
first, and which do not require any 
wonderful inventfVeness, but can 
be had as soon as the manufac- 
turers make up thelr’ minds, 


Lubrication. 

Firat and foremost, I should put 
perfect and easy lubriention” 1 do 
40, not merely becnuse the {deal 
lubricating syatém would bo auto+ 
matic, and thus save the motorist 
n lot of tedious, dirty work, but 
beenuse even a rensonuble ap: 
pronch to that ident would save 
him a great deal of money, Just 
consider how repairs would bo cut 
down if every bearing or rubbing 
surface in a car were always kept 
perfectly lubricated, 

That, no doubt, could be done 
just now $f overy owner or 


chauffour were to follow falthfully 


the book instructions ‘for lubricat- 
ing. Bat how many do? Any re- 
polring garage can tell what a 
proportion of Its jobs {fa due slm- 
ply to neglected Jubriention, And 
lubrlention Ia neglected nn ft 
becnuse on an great number of carn 
the Job fa troublenome, lengthy and 
moro or leas menny. 

Wo havo, to bo sure, 4 Inrge 
numbor of cara nowadays in which 
the iabour of lubrication has been 
cut down nearly to a minimum. 
But this dovelopmont should go 


fo, 


lubrication ig more or less scamp- 
ed and neglegted because nobody 
likes the job and many will not do 
it. : 

[fit Is suggested that making 
cars indestructible’ ia not a prime 
object of the motor industry, my 
reply is that anything is in’ the 
interests of the motor industry 
which mnkes cara better and 


cheaper and easier to run, and the | 


industry is not so short-sighted as 
not to know that, 
The Gear-Box. 

Next to the grcaser, I want to 
abolish the genr-box, There are 
people who say they enjoy going 
round the car ahd conscientiously 
giving turns to tho greasers; there 
are also people who say they enjoy 
playing with thelr gears. So they 
do, but only because they know 
that there are a good many who 
botch gear-changes and this gives 
them a happy feellng of cleverness 
and superiority, 

Tho rensons for abolishing the 
Kear-box are perfectly simple ond 
patent to everybody. In the first 
place, there are many people who 


Never quite master the art of gear- 


changing; they are never quite 
sure whether they are going to 
make a nent and silent change or 
a horrible scrunch and oan awk- 
ward jerk in tho car's motion. 

In the second place, it Is quite 
eaby even for a fairly good driver 
to mnke no bad change, fi certain 
circumstances, In.both these cases 
the oventual reault Ja a genr-box 
repnir jor replacement, usually 
preceded by a lot of diangreeable 
tlolne on the Indirect gears, 

in the-third place, every goar- 
change, ‘however successful jin 
itself, unfons necompaniod by the 
most skilful contro) of clutéh and 
necelorntor (of which not one 
driver in a thouatnd Js capable) 
meats an nbrupt and more or loss 
violont shock throughout the wholo 
tranamianion from crank-shaft to 
hub. That-_in.. Inheront 
nature of the ordinary genr-box 
and has alwaya hoon the argument 
ayninat it. 

I might add In the fourth piace 
that tho conatant ‘talk about “top- 
gear porformances” ts In itaolf a 
condomnation of.the gear-box, and 
the efforta which aro being’ in-

Manufacturers have been singu- 
larly conservative, but the next 
five years will eo a very big 
change. . 

Open Or Shut. 

The third thing I should = men- 
tion- would be badywork which 
could be made either open or clos- 
ed by one person In one minute 
and without any of the drawbacks 
still attendant in existing devices. 
There are, it fs true, some very 
fair compromises on the market, 
and though personally I dislike all 
closed bodies, LI am willing to 
agree that for other people these 
compromises are a great deal bet- 
ter than n permanently closed body’ 
or oan open body with a hood 
which cannot be put up and down 
without a lot of trouble and 
Irritation, 

But wo have still a good way to 
‘go before wo got tho perfect solu- 
tion of this problem, and the 
manufacturer who gets it frat 
should make a fortune. 

Springs, 

As a fourth .requirement T 
should put the perfect-springing 
syatem. We aro still a good way 
from thls, ospecially considering 
two things—that springs (even 
with galters) do not remain {in 
their first conditfon, and that wo 
have not yet discovered how to 
make them caally variable for 
different loads and different roads, 

Springing, however, Ja a‘ vory 
diMled|t probdem Yndeed, and wo 
muat Icnvo it to tho manufacturors 
and inventora to work away 
paticntly until they have found 
out much mora about it. Thero 
ore all sorts of tilings for which 
we mixht ank them, and somo of 
them wo shall get before wo got 
the {deal springing syatom—Ex. 
De ernaehnarettesntinienseamaes ateeedaosempamasaten gercatenies

Abercorn, 
Nalrobi, Kort Archambault, Kano, 
Jinja or tlie Nile, Jebba or the | 
Niger, these names became reali- 
tices all of a sudden, not when I 
saw them, but when for the first 
time I read.the words on a sign- 
board. 

I took’ the road to the Ieft to- 
wards Ndola, I wanted to see the 
Rhodesian copper belt and 
Ellsabethville. I would rejoin the 
Grent North Road at Kasama.

even after the natives had assured 
me thut the stretch of water we 
were facing was freon from the fn- 
cursions of cro¢odiles: Eventual- 
ly, I took a reasonable view of the 
subject, and in the Noythern Congo 
and French Equatorial Afriea I 
had many a'good swim, But 1 
made the natives go in first. 

The . next morning, speeding 
along a smooth forest track, I felt 
T was penetrating the bush in 
earnest. When I look back, I must 
admit that the 320 miles* journey 
from the Luapula River to Aber- 
corn should have been na joyride, 
in spite of the fnet that I never saw 
a single ear on the road; but at 
the time the novel feeling of utter 
solitude damped my spirits. 

Neur Fort Rosebery, I stopped 
at the camp of a Greek trader. Tho 
man’a tent was full of skins: 
leopards, pythons, otters, and wild 
eats. I stayed for lunch; lingered 
till after ten; then left for 
Luwingo, n small stution north of 
Lake Bangweolo. The road was 
yood, the air cool, but the bush 
was too dense for my liking, and 
I binmed myaclf for haying start- 
ed so late. Shortly after sunset 1 
awitched ‘on the light. <A red 
glare, a flicker, then darkness. 
Probably. a short circuit, I did 
not care. My emergency acetylene 
lighting: set: would cease to be a 
formidable gadget, and be promot- 
ed forthwith to the rank of a

necessity. But nothing would in- 
duce the yas to pass through the 
burner, With the help of an 
electric torch I discovered that the 
hurner-holder hud never been 
drilled through, a very rare ove 
currence. : 

I had a 
sking neatly — fitted 
silient bodies, and decided to 
drive in the dark to the next 
native village.. I must have done 
about six’ miles when 1 
saw some lights on a hill, and a 
path leading towards them.

Since that night I have visited 
miiny missions. I have seen the 
missionary at work, I have seen 
him in his home and in his church, 
The subject of the mission Is a high- 
ly controversial one, which cannot be 
brornched in an arti¢le devoted to 
netual travelling.

having pvased through the customs 
at Mborya, I dosconded inte 
the Bahora flats, and drove 
for forty mica in a atranae world, 
Tho Bahora flats seum ts bo the 
bottom ‘of a dried-up Inke. Parts 
of ft aro as smooth aga tennis 
court. Ih3) placo was teomlng 
with gazelle, Lots of natives, and 
bly herds of fine looking cattle, 
During tho ralay season, tho Mata 
aro onc hugo pwamp. f met’ a 
white man who studied the pos- 
albility of growing cotton there, 

After negotiating several © pole 
bridges made with roughly hewn, 
loosoly laid logs, I reached 
Malangall, which boasts a native 
Experlmentul School well worth 
visiting. 

The school has its own court of 
justice composed of six elders and 
of six boys. The judgments are 
sometimes disconterting to the 
Bitropean school misters. A young 
native was brought up before the 
court for having ‘forged o letter 
‘informing the head-of the.schcol 
that tho, boys father was dying 
and ‘wanted him home. This was 
written (on .paper taken from an- 
other boy.

Thad a pleasant drive to Iringa, 
1 saw sovernl farma and even o 
bacon factory. Tho landacapo waa, 
unusual: tho ground was dotted 
with atones lying at fairly regular 
intorvala; no bush, but clustgra of 
fino-lonking treoa. A few miles 
from tha town I passod near a hill 
on top of which a mediaval con- 
struction was perched, the Italian 
mission of Santa Maganga. [rings 
acems to be owned by the Indians, 
Thero sre two hotels, Tho boat 
and most up-to-date of the two Is 
owned by an Indlan and managed 
by a German. Nearly all the 
farmers nro Germans, In tholr 
thorls and felt hata they look lke 
the sturdy inhabitants of Tirol. 

My next objective was: Dodoma, 
on the Dar-es-Salanam-Kigomna rall- 
way, Tho road passes through the 
Dodoma flats, which are a couple 
of thousand feet lowor than the 
surrounding country. I descended 
into: the, plain below by means of 
the mgdt dangerous escarpment I 
havo Jeon during the whole trtp, 
For cight miles I went down a nar- 
row, stony path, abruptly border- 
ed on one side by an precipice 
soveral hundreds of f¢et decp. The 
vorners were sharp right angles, 
1 was obliged to drive straight to- 
wards the void, then’make a quick 
turn, keeping us near to the wall 
ag posatble. The' view was an un- 
forgettable one.’ Fata Morganaos 
were playing, nbove tho flats and 
far aways] could ace that rain waa. 
falling, A portiom of this plain 
is a game reserve and I saw 


warolloa by the hundred. Onco I 
wot of the machine and explored 
n deop clearing in tho bush, I 
noticed spoors of olephanta, 

Me Ritnha River runa through 
tho Dodoma flats, Before crossing 
ft on the forry, I stopped for 4 
whilo at the camp of tho ongincor 
who was building a bridge in thia 
faver-strickon spot. With no other 
white man to rolleve him of some 
of the work and with the solo holp 
of a gang of raw natives and 4 
fow Indian artisans, ho had noarly 
comploted the erection of n four- 
span bridge; two apana being 136 
feat long and tho othor two a little, 
shorter. Tho story of this bridge 
is ono of tlio obacuro minor epics 
of progress In tropical Africa. 
Man-eating Hons focured the  at~ 
tention of the pubic on tho bridge 
at Tsavo, on the Konya railway. 
The bridge on the Ruaha has no 
blood-curdling  htstory, although 
Hons are numerous in ita vicinity 
It Is slmply one example of what 
happens in every corner of tho 
Emplre. A year and'a half ago 
our enxincer, a Scotsman, pitched 
his tent in the heart of the Dodoma 
game reserve. For six weeka ho 
tried in vain to get Inbour. Hoe 
erected the piNara of hia bridge 
before'the raina, then undertook to 
holst the two jand-apana. Every- 


thing had to ba Hfted by hand 
from the river bed with the help 
of an ordinary derrick. Our 
solitary engineer had to do avary- 
thing; recruit, supervise, blast the 
rocks, feed his workers, chastise 
them and nurse them. 

Game Reserve in Hidden Crater. 
’ After. showing ma round tho

works, Mr, Watson asked mo. to 
have a drink. We wero having a 
chat. over ‘a whisky when wo aaw 
somathing moving batweon roof 
and tarpaulin, “A. rat,” whispered 
my host, and bofore I could shout 
“Don't!” ho suatched the bottle, 
atill threa-quartora full, and 
swinging’ it lke a battle-axo ho 
almed at the rat, and... and 
broke tho bottle against a beam.

© good bottle of whisky, a bottle 
almost full, in a vain ondeayour to 
kil a rat, an amazing experlonce, 
I would rather not say anything 
about Dodoma, It fs an ugly place, 
On tho contrary, Kondon-Irang! 
100 miles further north, Is aos 
protty as itg namo. It still shows 
tracoa of the old alave-ralding 
days, and haa a definite eastern 
atmasphore, I found on oxcotlont 
ttle German hotel. During din- 
her a Fronch Catholic -missfonary 
told us how ho ‘used. to kill’ the 
buffalooa which strayed Into his 
back gardon, and a German big- 
xame hunter gave me. the latest 
Information on tif6 fauna of tho 
famous Ngorongoro crater, hid- 
den in the bush near Lake Eyaal. 
Ratclyffe-Dugmoro in his “Won- 
derland of Big Game” and Mason 
in “Desorts Idle” ‘have described 
thi gamo reserva at the bottom of 
a crater 22 miles in diameter and 
protected against tho  outaldoe 
watld by a high cacarpment, . 
During the first half of my 
journey from Kondoa-Irangi to 
Arusha, I had to crosa half a dozen 
sandy river beds, and, unlike tho 
river beds of Northern Nigeria, 
there were no grass mats to mako 


things onalor, Then I drove om o 
narroy path through thick bush, 
and all tho timo tho tactso files 
ware. after my blood. Tho accond 
half of the journoy waa mado on Len 
black alluvinl soll which the 
tramping ‘of innumerablo game . 
during a recont downpour had 
mado to look like a choppy son. 
After 40 milea of continuous jolt- 
ing the road gradually {mproved, 
and the Inst atretch of 15 miles 
was oa glorious dash through 
Prosperous-looking coffee farms. 
During tho day I saw gamo in In- 
creasing = numbera, Whenever 
herds of zobras, wildbensts or 
antelopes spotted mo they . would 
raco alongside with the intention 
of crossing the road {in front of 
mo, T used to alow down im order 
to allow them to do so, then at the 
Inst moment rush forward, and tha 
xeaceful animala would fly across 
the road, only a fow yards’ from | 
mo. :The giraffes used to gaze at 
me, unabashed, until thoy saw mo 
getting off tho machine, Then 
they would amble away with 4 
welrd slowness of movement which 
seemed unreal and ridiculous. 

The next day I saw Kimanjaro.

‘AN OLD PRIORY CHURCH. 
Dover, July 22, 
ich may prove of 
archneological interest was. made 
yesterday by some workmen. at 
Dover who were digging in the base- 
ment of & house in Saxon Street, 
They had gone down about ft. 
when they struck what proved to be 
the skeleton of a man, The bones 
were In a poor state of preservation, 
and when removed some of them fell 
into pieces. ‘The skeleton, which Js 
{haught to be. possibly G00 years 
old, is deseribed a3 that of a man 
who would have been about 6ft. 
high, 

When the street was laid’ out in 
1846, the foundations of the choir 
and chancel of the old Priory 
Church were found and the end of 
the street passes over the transepts 
of the great church. The thorough- 
faro also adjoins what is belleved 
to have been the monastic cemetary. 
The church was only part of tho 
Priory, there also being tha ro- 
fectory whieh remains to-day as part 
of Dover College, and other Iarge 
buildings. 

In 1925 when the Priory was 
burnt by the French all the 
fraterntty fled with tha exception 
of a very old monk, who was found 
alttting in his dormitory, and it fa 
recorded that because he would not 
reveal where thu trenauren of the 
houre wero hidden he’ was alain.
